Race from Putney to Mortlake on March 24, writes “The Times” 


rowing correspondent. 


Oxford have now won 41 faces to the 47 


of Cambridge. Oxford fully justified the faith of their sup- 
porters, for the calm conditions favoured the Cambridge crew. 


Both crews showed their very best form. on the ‘day of the race, 


and indeed. Cambridge rowed. very’ much better’ than they. had 
ever done in practice and put up a magnificent fight in a race 
- that was far closer than the result indicated/: ° a 


" Not -since 1921 has’ there been 


such ‘a great. race, and the issue 
was in doubt until beyond Chis, 
wick Steps. Even “then, though 
Hodgson was stroking Oxford with 
superb steadtiiese and ' enabling 


‘\ their three fine heavyweights at 


No. 5, No. 6, and No. 7 to swing the 
boat along with a splendid stride, 
he could not shake off Perfitt, who

\,, Oxford are not a crew to be com- 
pared with that of 1909. They had 
‘a good deal of pace, more. than 
thelr style’ suggested, for they had 
an indifferent beginning. 'They 
would have won: four or five of 
the last 13.races, but they were 
not an exceptional crew.: They 
were a steady, hard-working crew, 
although perhaps a little ponder- 
ous, and they had great length and 
a‘superb finish, which always kept 
their boat moving.
